4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's arguments in the appeal brief filed on 6/15/04 are persuasive in overcoming 
the prior art rejections. 

It is agreed that the ribs 12a of Galli et al. do not form sipes as claimed. There is no 
suggestion in Galli et al. that the ribs are in fact sipes. Furthermore, claim 5 recites "installing 
sipes into the models". Galli et al. do not teach an installing step of installing sipes into the 
models. In the context of tire molds, a sipe is a metal strip, rib or the like used to form the sipe in 
a tire as applicant discussed in a previous response (page 3, lines 9-11 of the response filed 
12/10/02). 

Therefore, the prior art does not teach or suggest a method for making a ventless tire 
mold including developing three dimensional models of tire tread portions, installing sipes into 
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the models, generating foundry castings from the models having the sipes installed, and 
preparing individual pitch profiles from said foundry castings, in combination with all of the 
other claim limitations.
